: General Dwjght Elsenhower hna revived a 
.> theory of government which haa undeniably 
' lollcn into disuse the past few years. To a 
■ Now York reporter In Miami the other day 
-he expressed his belief that "Public fixtures 
hKVD certain public responfilbllitles and obll- 
■gatlons ... It Is a shame somettmes to see 
the beating decent American men and women 
take from their public scrvanb." 

The general thinks, In other words, that 
In a democracy the ffovcmmcnt serves the 
people, not the people the Kovcmmcnt. and 
: that the people are, therefore, flntltled to 
that respect from govemmcntBl ofllclola 
'■ which employes owe the boss. Public servants, 
he says, are committed to public service. . 

This Idea Is by no means revolutionary. 
American democracy Is founded on It, and 
American textbooks are full ot It. But as 
eavemment has become a blgaer and bigser 
business. It has been honored more and more 
iT( the breach rather than In the observance. 
And It's definitely due for a revival. 

Take the case General "Ike" particularly 
cited, that of the police. Certainly there can 
he no disputing the fact that police were 
established for the protection of the public. 
And they are paid from funds supplied by 
the taxpayers. The people, then, undeniably, 
are Justified In expecting from the police 
courteous, efficient, and respectful service. 

Many policemen fill that bill. But many 
otliers do not— so many, In fact, that General 
Elsenhower finds It necessary to admonish 
clTllIan police, as he has his own MP's: "A 
police officer Is a servant He should act like 
ft servant, too. Re Is not an Indian potentate 
or an Aztec god who Is untouchable and not 
to'be disturbed by the rabble." 

For this deplorable condition Individual 
tinlfonned offenders arc not actually to 
' blame, of . course. The state of mind which 
produces it has drifted down from above. 
Policemen^ cue from holders of 

many officeholders have 
ultlon of public tniot as; 
bn, carrying with it no 
He people which need be 
recognized In day-to-day dealings with tndl- 
Tldaal citizens. 

As the years have passed, governmental 
officials have seemed to become further and 
further removed, mentally as well as phys- 
- Ically, from the taxpayers who elect and 
' support them. Rare indeed Is the officeholder 
who Is not almost always "too busy" to see a 
private Individual who has a complaint or 
a suggestion to make. 

It Is true, of course, that government Is 
now much more complex and demanding 
than once It was. But additional works has 
brought with It additional employes, so that 
surely even the busiest official must have 
some free time he could devote to consulta- 
tion with the people whoso Interest suppos- 
edly Is his Interest. 

to any event, the people would certainly 
gain from a more general application In gov- 
ernment circles of the down-to-earth philoso- 
phy which makes "Deo" Elsenhower refer to 
himself, army chief of staff, as a "glorified 
desk sergeant" If more capitalized execu- 
tives thought of themselves In less sancti- 
monious terms, we would have a government 
that would more often provide us with public 
service from public servants.

According to Lane, oUlng operations could 
not be completed before freezing weather set 
tt which accounts for the present condition 
of the new highway. 

We are not making this comment to take 
Issue with Mr. Lane, but we do have serious 
doubts as to whether this particular stretch 
of road construction will ever be brought up 
to proper standards — unless sulflclcnt pres- 
sure Is brought to bear. 

Ordinarily on Jobs of this kind the original 
construction is finished off with a "seal coat"' 
the following year, but Judging from the con- 
dition of this road. It will take more than a 
seal coat to make It much of a highway.

In SBylng that this could be regarded as an 
Inferior piece of work, and any makeshift 
ftttempta to rm up the holes and smooth out 
the bumps preparatory to seal coating would 
stUI leave the project poorly constructed.

JUDQES— Question: Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, 
the new Republican chairman of the senate Judiciary 
committee, has stated that he Intended to get rid 
ol many meaiben ol the federal beach because, ac- 
cording to him. 11 Is overloaded with Democrats. What 
can the aenator* do to mnors the so-called "RoosC' 
velt Judgea?"

Senator Wiley, as are many of his Republican and 
Democratic coUeaguea, Is tipitl over this question be- 
cause, during his long tenm'e In the Whlto Houao, the 
lata TDR named approximately DO per cent of the 
3S3 members of the federal bench.

White House. Mr. Ilooievelt Imposed executive duties 
on them and, according to Uis Wiley viewpoint, tfani- 
fonned them Into presjdenUsI errand boys. Be drog- 
ged them off from court to run rrronda for the exe- 
cutlvo brooch of the government, as when he named 
Justice Jadtson to be a Nurtraberg prosecutor, and 
former Justice Owen J. Roberta to Inveitlgato tho 
Pearl Harbor disaster. 

Mr. Tnmian bos agreed to quit this practice. Ho 
wants to restore the proper constitutional balance 
between tho executive and the Judlcliuy branches 
ot the BoveiTunent. 

Meanwhile, although Senstor Wiley and hla 
mlttee cannot throw out the "Rooiovclt Judges." It 
Is prtflable that they Will refuse to confirm any Tru- 
man nominee between now and 1MB. when the OOP 
hopes to put a Republican In the White Bouse.

VETERANS— Question: Bow does the eoih congress 
compare with recent national IcalikturesT Are Uio 
new members better or won* than their predecessors? 

Answer: "mat Is a difficult question to answer. 
PMrthormore. tho present mtmbmhip has not been 
on the Job long enough tor anyone to make a definite 
conclusion or comparison. 

There are a few differences, however, which 
noticeable. The new memt>eTi are much younger, 
much more energetic and much more enthusiastic 
than the men they replaced. , 

They are out to make a-reoord for themselves, with 
the senate, a governorship or even the While House 
as an ambition to q)ur them on. 

Perhaps the most striking thing Is the presence 
ot M many war veterans, Including men who ser\-ed 
In the first or the second world confllcL There are 
more than 300 In the house, which means a working 
majority, and 4B In the senate. 

Recent congrtases have treated tho veterans rather 
generously, but the Both will break the record In 
warding the old and young soUlers.

mind an individual contribution to the saga of the 
great national nport. 

In the early days of baseball, hitters used clubs ol all 
ahapes and sites; anything thit struck their fancy. 
One day la IBM a plaj-er nstned Pete Browning, a 
member of the Louisville club of the old National 
league, entered a unj woodworking shop hi tho city 
looking for an Improved bnt. There he met John Hllle- 
rlch. then 18. an apprentice In hU father's shop. The 
place speclallied In making wooden chums, but young 
HUlerlch liked baseball. The two sat up all night, 
and the club that was turned from lilllcrlch'a laUie 
was the first "Louisville Sluttcr." 

Browning proceeded to wield It wlUi such effect that 
the fame ot his bat spread far and wide. Soon the 
HUlerlch abop waa making bats tor every player In the 
team, then for every team In the league. Chum making 
was forgotten. The UlUo shop grew Into a great manu- 
facturing ertabllshracnt with millions of sUcka of 40- 
lach ash aeaaonlnj In Its yards. The "Loularlllo Slug- 
ser" became tho standard bat of big league and sand- 
lot alike, but HlUerlch continued his policy of dealing 
with the players themselves. TTia legendary greats of 
yesteryear. Including Tj Cobb. Nap L*jol^ Dan 
Brouthera. Bboelesa joe JadBco. WUlle Keeler and 
Fop Anion, beat a path to his door. And among re- 
Kulor Ttilton ot today an Ted Williams. Honk Oreen- 
beiy, Johnny Ulie. and Joe DlUagglo. 

The auccese itory of John HUlerlch was built around 
craftsmanship, bat alto aad mm Important, oromxl a 
peraonoUied aervlce that probably gained him the 
acquaintance and losUog IrienddUp of more players

Anglo-French 
Pact Opposes

LONDON. Jan. 18 Mv- Great Brit- 
ain and France have agreed to enli 

« military alliance against 
any "fresh German menace." spur- 
rins Ulk on both sides ot the Ens- 
llsli chsnnel at>out a new era o: 
diplomatic and economic collaboro- 
tlon by the lico wartime allies. 

Announcement that a treaty of al- 
liance would bo concluded "at tho 
earliest possible moment" come 
Irom tho office of Prime Minister 
Clement AlUee last night after two 
days of negotiations with French 
Premier Leon Blum. 
While some observers wondered 
hether Soviet Russia might not 
bo cool loword such a wMlem en- 
lenle, a British foreign otilci 
spokennon declared Uie alliance 
completes "a magnificent trlangli 
In postRar treaties Unking eastern 
and western Europe." 

He referred to the French-Soviet 
pact of 11)44 and the British -Soviet 
treaty of 11143. Tho new onnounce- 
mcni came, however, only a ten 
hours after the Moscow newspaper 
Pravda asserted that Foreign Sec- 
rclary Emesl Bcvin had repudiated 
tlie Dritlili-Sovlct pact by liLs De- 
cember speech In which he sale. 
BrlUln was not "lying" herself to 
any foreign power. 

The Joint BrlUsh-Prendi 
nouncemenl said that In addlHon to 
Die treaty of alliance the two coun- 
tries would "press on urgenUy" to- 
ward plans for mutual reeonslnic- 
tlon aid In the economic field.
